While records are not avail¬ 
able, it is probable that the 
present circulation of The Vol¬ 
ette of 1,250 each issue is far 
ahead of the circulation fig¬ 
ures for the early days. 

The publication schedule for 
the current year i s twice 
monthly, and once a month 
for September, December, Jan¬ 
uary and May.

Travel Abroad”, from the U.S. 
National Student Association. 
This pamphlet, which costs $1, 
is published by USNSA’s Edu¬ 
cational Travel, Inc., 20 West 
38th Street, New York 18. 

The addresses in it are use¬ 
ful to have. As a college stu¬ 
dent you can contact the stu¬ 
dent unions in all the differ¬ 
ent countries, and make de¬ 
tailed plans ahead of time if 
you are traveling independent¬ 
ly. Restaurants, hostels, inex¬ 
pensive hotels are listed.

Selective Service 

Applications for the April 
28. I960, administration of the 
College Qualification Test are 
now available at Selective Ser¬ 
vice System local boards 
throughout the country. 

Eligible students who intend 
to take this test should apply 
at once to the nearest Selec¬ 
tive Service local board for 
an application and a bulletin 
of information. 

Following instructions in 
the bulletin, the student 
should fill out his application 
and mail it immediately in the 
envelope provided to SELEC¬ 
TIVE SERVICE EXAMINING 
SECTION, Educational Testing 
Service, P. O. Box 586, Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey. Applications 
for the April 28 test must be 
postmarked no later than mid¬ 
night. April 7, 1960. 

According t o Educational 
Testing Service, which pre¬ 
pares and administers the Col¬ 
lege Qualification Test for 
the Selective Service System, 
it will be greatly to the Stu¬ 
dent's advantage to file his 
application at once.

Sees Daily Printed

Members of the UTMB Jour¬ 
nalism 222 class recently took 
a two and one-half hour tour 
of the Union City Daily Mes¬ 
senger plant to observe the 
operations of a daily news¬ 
paper. 

The award - winning Daily 
Messenger afforded the class 
an opportunity to study the 
operations of a newspaper 
with all the facilities of even 
the larger dailies, only on a 
smaller scale. 

The students were shown 
all the modern devices and 
instruments that have now be¬ 
come part of a newspaper of¬ 
fice, and while the class look¬ 
ed on, the Messenger’s staff 
constantly worked to have 
their paper on the street on 
time.

Ed Critchlow, owner and 
publisher of the paper, escort¬ 
ed the students to two ma¬ 
chines that resembled large 
typewriters. The machines 
were the, now common, tele¬ 
type machines over which the 
newspaper receives its Associ¬ 
ated Press wire releases. Mr. 
Critchlow told the students 
that most of the releases come 
from New York except when 
news of local or state interest 
is sent from Nashville. Mr. 
Critchlow edits the wire ser¬ 
vice releases himself. He said 
that the paper receives this 
service between the hours of 
3:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m. 

Next, the class was shown 
a relatively new kind of ma¬ 
chine for making mats of pic¬ 
tures to be printed. The ma¬ 
chine, called a scanograver, 
works on the principle of a 
photoelectric cell or as more 
commonly called, an “electric 
eye.” The “electric eye” trans¬ 
mits messages from the pic¬ 
ture, which is rotating on one 
end of a cylinder, to a red 
hot needle, which in turn 
burns out the picture on a 
special type of celluloid plas¬ 
tic that is rotating at the other 
end of the cylinder. The plas¬ 
tic mats may then be used to 
print the pictures in the news¬ 
paper.
